SMOKE 
NUISANCE 


While our smoke inspector lias shown some 
activity 
nnd 
some 


ingenuity as to what constitutes a smoke nuisance yet we cannot say that 
he has accomplished much thus far. 


Some of the very worst offenders in this line are the factories that 


burn sawdust or the scraps of wood from bobbin or similar factories. 


The smoke from these factories'is very much worse than that from 


soft coal, Kiich as emanates from some of the mill chimneys. It is more 
noxious, more pervasive and more difficult to escape. It spreads over a 
whole district or neighborhood like a'fog, settles to the ground when not 
blown by the wind. It is the worst form of smoke nuisance, and yet it does 
not seem to be interfered with by the smoke inspector. 


In some parts of the city the smoke nuisance flourishes in all its 


density at night. It is apparently assumed the" smoke inspector does not 
-work nights.

Joseph G. Cannon in accepting 
the 


20th nomination for congress

said-that the present tariff needed no 
defense and declared agitation for Its 
revision dangerous to the welfare of 
the country. He said in part: 


"Gentlemen, In accepting this 
20t 


nomination for representative, I wan 
to express my conviction that it Is t 
be a campaign for the serious consld 
eration of the national policy whic 
touches every man in the country;" 
"That Is the policy of how we ar 


lo raise one billion dollars a year fror 
•the various functions that have bee 
oVi the treasury, not by one party o 
one section of the country, but by th 
whole people by their agitation for th 
development of agriculture, the regu 
Jation of railroads,, the inspection o 
mines, the improvement of rivers am 
harbors, the payment of pensions ti 
the veterans of our wars, the main 
tenanoc of the army and navy, the care 
of national forests, the reclamation o. 
arid lands and.the multiplicity of othei 
demands that are made on congress 
for appropriations and supported as a 
rule by a majority, regardless of' po- 
litical division. 


"The minority party In congress al- 


ways indulges in talk about economy, 
hut they vote for the largest 
appro- 


priations. 
There are now in the va- 


rious committees in the house of rep- 
resentatives bills introduced by demo- 
crats alone which would call for appro- 
priations 
amounting to nearly $500,- 


000,000 more than was appropriated. 


"The tariff contest- today IE just what 


it has been for fltty years—a contest 
between protection and fr&e trade. 
1'ave now In command of tbe demo- 
crats in the house of representatives 
n man who has never attempted 
to 


.dodge or explain away the democratic 
position. 
The Honorable Champ Clark 


Announced himself a 'free trader' from 
the 'sole of my feet to the crown of 
my head,' as he expressed It when ho 
rame to congress and he has been con- 
sistent to that declaration throughout 
Ilia public service. 


"With Mr. Clark as the* democratic 


leader of those who are /dissatisfied 
with the Paine tariff law there ought 
to be no misunderstanding as to what 
"the 
contest means. It is progressive 


only toward free trade; It is reaction- 
ary as to all the progress we have 
made, under protection In the last half 
century. 


"The agitation for another tariff re- 


vision, or another- attempted revision 
in our revenue policy, Is just as dan- 
gerous to the welfare of the ' whole 
people as was that of 1904 when 
the 


Wilson tariff was enacted. 


"I have no defense to make of the 


Paine law, for it needs none. It is the 


enactment of the pledges made by the 
.republican national convention in 1908. 
It is in keeping with the policy of pro- 
tection which the republican party has 
maintained as the correct tariff policy 
ever since the election 
of 
Abraham 


Lincoln, in fact it Is in .harmony with 
tho very first revenue legislation of the 
first congress under the administration 
of Washington. That policy is to pro- 
tect the American producer from the 
unequal competition 
of the 
foreign 


product in order that we may keep our 
labor on a higher plane than Is the 
labor of Europe, Asia and the islands 
of the sea. 


"The credit of a nation can be ex- 


hausted as is that of an individual. 
While 
talking 
about 
conservation 


would it not be well to see that our 
credit is conserved. We must pay as 
we go. 


"Many talk of economy hut they are 


general, not specific, In 
their state- 


ments. We have got beyond the spec- 
ulative stage -of this question. 
It 'is 


low intensely* practical or will be af- 
:er the first of November If a Congress 
s elected commissioned to go back to 
:he reactionary policy of 1894 with tlie 
business conditions of today. 


"I am not a Jeremiah for I have faith 
the good sense of the people even 


vhen advised by those who are ped- 
dling novelties in governmental poli- 
cies, to keep abreast of this age of 
publicity. •-, 


"My notion about progress is that it 


ihould be a movement 
forward, 
not 


Dimply a loud noise about the neces- 
Ity for the movement nor an extra'va- 
gant promise to accelerate the move- 
ment if given control of the machine. I 
lave seen men who promised to get 
sixty miles out of an engine that had 
been making Mnly thirty miles an hour 
f they could only get hold.of the lever 
nnd I have seen some of them in their 
gnorance reverse the engine, sending 
It and the whole train backward.

.LINCOL'N, Neb., Sept. 21.—In a 


statement In which he declares that the 
crusade .which he feels 
impelled 
t<i 


wage against the liquor Interests of the 
state and nation overshadows a per- 
sonal and political friendship of two 
years;. "William J. Bryan last evening 
announced he had bolted the head of 
the democratic state ticket In Nebraska 
and would not support James C. Dahi- 
jnan for governor. 


Mr. Bryan says he regrets that he is 


compelled to take the stand -he does— 
his first departure from political regu- 
larity, but says he feels it his duty to 
do so because of the. position taken by 
the democratic nominee, ou the liquor 
question. The statement does not Indi- 
cate that Mr. Bryan will support the 
candidate of another party. The state- 
ment is as follows: 


"In speaking for the state ticket I 


shall not be able to present my argu- 
ments in favor of the election of Mr. 
Dahlman. His position on the liquor 
Question makes that impossible. I re- 


gret this exceedingly, for he has been 
a political and personal friend for two 
years, anil It would give me pleasure 
to speak for him if I could endorse the 
policy for v.;iich he stands, but he has 
chosen to mnke the liquor question the 
paramount issue and makes his appeal 
on that Issue. 
If Mr. Dnhlman 


is elected, It will be a declaration by the 
voters of the state against any county 
option and against the 8 o'clock closing 
law. If ho is defeated, it will be a dec- 
laration in favor of county option and 
in favor of the 8 o'clock^ closing law. 
In other words, the voters'now have an 
opportunity to decide whether the state 
shull go backward or forward on the 
liquor question. To present arguments 
In favor of going backward would not 
only contradict what I have already 
said on the subject, but would embar- 
rass me In the fight that I expect to 
make hereafter to save our party from 
the odium of being the representative 
of liquor interests."

While our smoke inspector has shown some 
activity 
and 
some 


ingenuity as to what constitutes a smoke nuisance yet we cnnnot say thnl 
be has accomplishptl much tlniH fnr. 


Some of the very -worst offenders in this line are the factories that 


biirn sawdust or (lie scraps of wood from bobbin or similar factories. 


The snmko from Ihesc factories is very much worse than that from 


fcoi't coal, such ns emanates from some of tho mill chimneys. It is more 
nosious, more pcrvnsive and more difficult to escape. It spreads over a 
whole district or neighborhood lilce a fog, settles to the ground when not 
blown by the wind. It is (he worst form of smoke nuisance, and yet it does 
not seem to be interfered with by the smoke inspector. 


In some parts of ihc eity Ihe smoke nuisance flourishes in all its 


density at nighi. It is apparently assumed the smoke inspector does not 
work nights.
